HOTTER SPRINGS 
THAN AT BANFF 


New National Park on G.T.P. Out- 
rivals C.P.R’s Tourists’ Paradise 


Says Douglas. 


‘ 


That the mountain section of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway = sur: 
passes that of the C.P.R. in rugged 
grandeur of scenery is the impres- 
sion of Howard Douglas, of Banff, 
Dominion parks commissioner, who 
has just returnegl from a_ trip of 
exploration through Jasper Park, the 
immense national reserve at the en- 
trance to the Yellowhead Pass, 180 
miles southwest of Edmonton. 

“The canyons along the stream 
branching from Fiddle Creek to the 
hot springs are the finest L have a 
saic 


any place in the mountains,” sa 
Mr. Douglas, in conversation ‘with 
the Bulletin yesterday afternoon. 


“At eight or ten different points in 
the distance of a mile they rise sheer 
to a height of from four to six 
hundred feet on each aide, the width 
being not greater than thirty feet, 
and in some places even less than 
twenty feet. Unlike the Fraser 
Canyon, which extends — straight 
away, these canyona wind and twist 
in serpentine fashion. As nearly as 
I could form an opinion, there would 
be no diffieulty in making a carriage 
driveway along the top of the ridge 
by the edge of the canyon, and 
bridges could easily be thrown 
across at different points from which 
the dizzy precipices could be ob 
served by tourists.” 

Hot Springs on Branch Creek. 

“While we travelled in a round- 
about wav, perhaps twenty miles 
the canyons and the hot springs, the 
distance by the most direet route is 
probably not greater than five or six 
miles, “The hot springs are not 
on Fiddle Creek, as indicated in the 
maps of the district which we car: 
ried with us. We were at a joss to 
locate them at ¢dirst, but discovered 
them on a branch of the creek severai 
miles away from the position indicat 
ed, Norman Luxton took the tem- 
perature of the water at the mouth 
of this branch and disegvered a 
difference of early three degrees in 
the temperature of the two streams, 
Following up the smaller stream, the 
water gradually became warmer and 
warmer, until the smell of sulphur 
fumes gave us positive assurance 
that we were on the right track.’ 


Asked as to the volume of water 


flowing from the springs, Mr. aren & 


said that he would estimate it as 
being sufficient to,supply a four inch 


pipe. It was fully as great as that 
of the hot springs at Banff Two 
accurate thermometers had taken the 


temperature of the water as it pro- 
ceeded from the rock at 116 degrees, 
which is three degrees higher than 
the temperature of the Banff springs 
Bathe in Indians’ Pool. 

In a small pool brilt up by the 
Indians with rocks and about twenty 
feet across, the members of Mr 
Douglas’ party enjoyed a_ refreshing 
mineral bath after their hard day's 
travel 

Mr. Douglas brings back with him 
sealed samples of the spring water, 
which will be sent to Ottawa for 
analysis From the appearance of 
the rock formation at the hot spring 


he judged that the water was much 
more strongly charged with mineral 
elements than any of the Banff 
springs The Ottawa analysis will 


make possible an accurate compari- 


son. 

The hot springs, Mr. Douglas says, 
are at an -elevation of 1,200 feet 
above the line of the G.T.P., but 
easily accessible 

Near where the G:T.P. will cross 
the Athabasca river, Mr. Douglas’ 


party encountered G, H. Mumms and 
Mr. Hastings, the celebrated Euro 
pean mountaineers, who were re 
turning after an unsuccessful attempt 
to scale Mount Robson, one of the 
highest known peaks in the Canadian 
Rockies. They had spent seven 
weeks in the mountains of the Jasper 


Park region, and while greatly dis- 
appointed at their failure to reach 
the summit of the giant, were loud 
in their praises of the glaciers and 


rugged mountains of the park. They

FEEDING IN CORRAL 


Prairie Fires Sweep Over 
Territory One Hundred 
Hundred Miles in Extent 
and Elk Parks Have Not 
Devastated—G.T.P. Official 
viewed.

Winnipeg October 6.—H. P. Hinton, 
general passenger agent of the G.T.P., 
refurned from a trip as far west as 
Edmonton last evening, during which 
he visited the big buffale corral at 
Wainwright and stated this morning 
that the reports from Calgary to the 
effect that the herd had been stam 
peded and scattered throughout, the 
wild country of the region were mis- 
leading. “The prairie fires,’ said 
Mr. Hinton, “have done great damage 
between Hardisty snd Wetaskiwin 
and Glover Bar and Battle River, 
burning over a country one hundred 
by 400 miles in extent, but the corral 
in whick the buffalo are enclosed is 
too well protected by fire breaks, 
which run around the enciosure and 
across the park in places, to allow of 
the fire gaining an entrances It is 
not surprising to ye that the flames 


have, gained such headway all over 
the district, as I seldom saw a fire 
break more than one furrow .at a 
time, 

Adequate Fire Break. ° 


“Round the corral the break is ten 
furrows wide and though the fire did 
break through on the south side from 
Hardisty, a week ago, it was quickly 
stopped by the cross break.” 

“The baffelo,” continued Mr. Hin 
ton, “are feeding contentedly despite 
the «emoke from the surrounding dis- 
trict, and there is absolutely no dan- 
ger of a stampede, Why, even if 
by any chance the fire were to enter 
the corral there are always the great 
sloughs and ponds in the park for 
the animals to eeek refuge in. 

Danger Practically Over. 

Practically all danger from the fires 

is now over, with the exception of a 


very remote danger from the east, 
should flames originate from that 
direction. Superintendent Ellis ac 


companied me through the park while 
I was there and the animals seem to 
be in splendid condition and very 
well satisfied with their new surround 
ings We drove through a herd of 56 
on Sunday and they separated to let 
us through.

erick Borden, the Hon, Frank Oliver 
and the Hon. Rodolphe Lentieux, who 
are absent from the capital, the date

11. The proclamation calling the 


members will be issued at once. The 
early assemblage of the House should 
allow business to be well advanced 
by the Christmas recess, and it is 
hoped tltat prorogation may be reach.

Yesterday's meeting of council Was 
the first for some months at which the 
business of the coming session could 
be discussed with nearly all the min- 
isters present. As yet the sessional 
legislative. program is in a somewhat 
tentative thape, but from fipw om 
cabinet meetings will be held almost 


daily. 
Feature of Session. 

The jpromised legislation providing 
for thé creation of a Canadian navy 
and for a full measure of co-operation 
with the mother country in the gen- 
eral scheme of empire defenoe, as 
eveloved at the imperial defenee con‘ 
ference in London during the summer, 
will probably be the feature of the 
government's measure for the seksion, 
The measures of this defence ill are 
still to be worked out ‘the line 
agreed upon by the Canadian minist- 
ers at the conference, 

The insurance bill, left over from 
last session, will be another import- 
ant measure for the House to digpose 
of, and it is not improbable that the 
government will ask parliament to 
make some radical chacnges in the 
rules of the House leoking to the ex- 
pediting of public business, 

A Third Officer Coming. 

A third officer of the imperial navy 
wil! arrive in Ottawa from London 
in about a fortnight to join the two 
who are already heré, namely, Com- 
mander Stewart and Paymaster Ling, 
to Md Hon. L. P. Brodeur, Admiral 
Kingsmill and the. gdvernment in 
making preliminary arrangements for 
the organization of a Canadian navy.

CAPTAIN BERNIER IN 
ERROR ABOUT PASSACE 


Commander of Arctic in Statement as 
to Making Northwest Passage Ap- 
parently Did Not Know of Nor- 
wegian Explorer's Feat—The Peary 
Cook Controversy 


Ottawa, Oct. 6—Nothing is known 
here_as to the claim that the me mbers 
oi Captain Bernier’s crew made the 
Northwest passage for the firss time 
in Sixty years more than is contained 
in the press despatches received from 
Quebec, Capt. Bernier’s report not Hav. 
ing yet been received at the depart- 
ment The officials are therefore 
somewhat in darkness as to what Capt 
Bernier claims to have done. That 
the trip made was an overland jour 
ney is, however, perfectly clear and 
this does of course not constitute what 
is recognized as a Northwest passage, 
which must be made by ship 

If the route is ever to become of 
value commercially it must be as a 
water route and not as a land route 
It is possible that Captain Bernier, in 
putting forward his claim, is not 
aware ot the feat of Amundsen, the 
Norwegian explorer, who some years 
ago made the round trip. As near as 
can be recalled here Amundsen came 
out to civilization with the story of 
his successful trip just about the time 
and possibly a little later than Capt 
Bernier’s date of departure for the 
north. Jt is quite possible, therefore, 
Capt. Bernier has never heard that the
